The American attack proved to 
be his means of deliverance from 
enemy hands, for he took ad- 
vantage of the bombardment to 
slip away from the island in a 
little schooner. Describing the at- 
tack, Chambers said: 

“It was the greatest sight in the

Circles Raft. 

He proceeded to the position 
given and 45 minutes later came 
upon the raft which he circled at 
an altitude of 200 feet. He was un- 
able, however, to determine the 
number of survivors crowded on 
the makeshift float which was 
only about 10 feet square. 

Obviously the people were in 
urgent need of rescue but Pinter 
had the safety of his men to think 
about as well. His report said that 
he “debated the possibility of 
landing and getting away with it.” 

It continued: 

“We had 500 gallons of gas, two 
depth charges, beaching’ gear, 
three machineguns, three tow reels 
and wire, targets and personal 
gear, besides the personnel on 
board. 

“On the other hand we had 
burned 300 gallons of gas which, 
was 1,800 pounds less than we had 
on take-off; so I decided to land. 
We dropped smoke flares for wind 
direction and landed near the 
raft.” 

Afloat 60 Hours. 

Once on the water he was able 
to determine that the raft was 
crowded with 16 men and one 
woman and that they had tasted 
neither food nor water for 60 
hours, their vessel having been 
torpedoed in the early morning of 
March 7. 

The sea was rough and it was 
impossible to taxi the plane up to 
the raft so Pinter maneuvered it 
so that a line could be passed to 
the survivors and the raft pulled 
to the bow of the plane. Aviation 
machinist’s mate first class, Stan- 
ley B. Bezanson, a crewman, 
climbed out on a wing and made 


The survivors were taken into 
the plane through the navigator’s 
hatch, all of them virtually having | 
to be carried aboard by the Navy 
men, they were so exhausted.

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Laval Returns 

Pierre Laval has been returned to a position 
of power in the Vichy government. This 
Frenchman who has always been an outstand- 
ing advocate of collaboration to the fullest 
degree between his country and Germany is 
now vice premier, under Marshal Petain, and 
head of the powerful French national police. 


The surrender of the Vichy government to 
German pressure on this point reduces almost 
to zero the stubbornly held hope that the 
eovernment of unoccupied France could be 
kept out of active participation in the war on 
the side of the Axis. Now, the United Nations 
ior their sake will find it safest to follow 
policies predicated upon a France that, offi- 
cially, will give every possible help to the Axis. 

The French fleet. will, in all probability, 
soon be fighting in the Mediterranean along- 
side the Italian and it may even be that the 
French territories of northern Africa will be 
placed at the disposal of Berlin for whatever 
aid they can give in the struggle in Libya. 

That it is a blow to the cause of the United 
Nations cannot be denied, but it would be 
fatuous to say it is unexpected. Hope has held 
out against all indications to the contrary, that 
Petain could be persuaded to refuse the Ger- 
mans their most important demands. But, after 
all, what hope could there be from a nation, 
disarmed, with the guns of an implacable foe 
aimed at its heart? 

Whether or not the French collaboration 
will add much to the German strength remains 
to be seen. To secure the aid of a government, 
under duress, is one thing. To secure worth- 
while co-operatoin from a subjugated people is 
another. 

Undoubtedly the Germans hope that, with 
Laval and Darlan in control] at Vichy, they will 
be able to strengthen their defenses against an 
Anglo-American blow from the west while they 
struggle with the Russians to their east. 

But government decrees or not, should the 
British and Americans succeed in establishing 
an invasion force in France, either occupied or 
unoccupied, it is probable they would receive 
five times the help from the inhabitants they 
would opposition. 

For a Laval-Darlan dominated government, 
obeying puppet-like the dictates of a Berlin 
master, cannot commana much respect or 
voluntary obedience from a people who have 
loved liberty as have the French.

No Argument Here 

No-one will argue with President Roosevelt’s 
assertion that the average worker can turn out 
more in 48 hours per week than he can when 
putting in 60 hours of labor weekly. There is a 
somewhere between these two hour- 
figures, when overstrain begins to retard 
output. Furthermore, the workers- who put in 
60 hours a week will wear out entirely and be 
made old before their time, whereas any healthy 
man or women can do 48 hours of average labor 
per week without injury. 


These facts were proven and re-proven by 
the experience of Britain. The results of that 
experience are availadle to everyone and the 
President, therefore, merely repeated the 
obvious in his remarks at a press conference 
last Tuesday. ‘ 

All this is, however, beside the point when 
considered in respect to the agitation anent the 
maximum hours of work for labor. The legal 
limit today is 40 hours at regular pay, but 
additional hours are entirely legal and permis- 
sable provided the employer pays time-and-a- 
half for every hour above 40. 7 

Many workers in war factories are already 
putting in 48 hours per week. The general 
public, in denouncing the 40-hour-week law in 
wartime, is actually denouncing the overtime 
pay for all work done in excess of the 40-hour 
weekly maximum. The public cannot see why it 
should be made to carry a heavier tax burden 
just to pay extra wages for men who. rave 
worked less than 48 hours a week. What that 
public wants is a 48-hour week without over- 
time pay. 

Nor does the public want this reform merely 
to provide larger profits for contractors. It 
wants, coincident with repéal of the 40-hour 
limit, a law which will fairly and justly limit 
profits on war contracts, so that the saving 
involved in ending the overtime pay burden may 
go to the Treasury—and thence to the tax- 
payers. 

This war involves a staggering cost, at best, 
and the general public, while quite willing to 
meet any necessary cost, does not want to be 
mulcted for avoidable expenses, whether it be 
in extra pay for workers, in bonuses, in excess 
profits for contractors, in “pensions to con- 
gressmen,”’ in unnecessary clerical allowances 
to senators, or whatnot.

AMERICAN SAVINGS WASHINGTON, April 14.—Confiden- 


tial government reports indicate that 
the American people are now piling up savings at a greater rate 
than ever before in history, 

National income, which last year amounted to approximately 
92 billion dollars, is currently running at the 
rate of about 109 billions, due to the huge 
government spending program and the war 
effort. 

All of this, @ccording to the economic ex- 
perts, Was the elements of a dangerous infla- 
tionary threat. Prices, profits and wages—the 
three main factors of inflation—are yet to be 
stabilized before the threat is removed. Con- 
gress so far has dealt with only one of them— 
prices. The other two are scheduled for early 
treatment on the legislative program. 

Of™the 1941 national income, 14 billions 
went into some type of public nest-egg savings, 
4 billions in direct taxes and the remaining 
74 billions were spent on consumé@?s’ goods and 
services. At the rate of income we are now 
going, 26 billions, it is estimated, will be laid 
aside in 1942 for a rainy day. The balance, 
minus taxes, will be available for buying goods 

and services, provided there is that amount of stuff purchasable 
in the public markets. 

The experts, however, doubt that enough consumers’ goods and 
services will be available to absorb the tull amount by some 15 
billions. There will be no new automobiles, no tires, no electric 
refrigerators and literally dozens of other items which normally 
figure in Amerjcan household purchases. Industries that have 
been making ‘these goods have either been converted to war pro- 
duction or had their operations seriously curtailed by priorities. 
INFLATION THREAT The simple meaning of all of this is 

that the American public will have 
its greatest accumulation of money with which to buy commodities, 
but with less commodities available for sale. If the people start 
bidding against each other for the limited supply of goods, offered 
for sale, the result is inflation, Prices will skyrocket without 
controls 

Congress made a feeble and half-baked stab at the profits ques- 
tion during consideration of the most recent defense appropriation 
bill. First the house attached a six per cent profit limitation rider 
to the measure, which was unworkable. Then the senate appro- 
priations committee, after the bill reached there, substituted a 
graduated scale of allowable profits ranging from two to ten per 
cent. Later the senate rejected this and sent the matter to confer- 
ence, where the whole business is expected to be thrown out—as it 
should be—and left to the framers of the pending new tax bill. 

There is little doubt that the tax bill will deal with the subject 
of profits adequately, through limitations or excess profits levies. 


AFTER THAT—WAGES After that there will remain the 


question of wages. Labor, it is felt, 
cannot very well object to a ceiling on wages while prices are 
being fixed and profits limited. 

Senator Taft, of Ohio, makes the sound observation that the 
farmers in wartime cannot object to a regulation of commodity 
prices, that the businessmen cannot object to a regulation of earn- 
ings, and that the workingman cannot object to a regulation of 
wages. All are parts of the patriotic pattern we must accept against 
inflation. 

By the same token,ethér-seomponent parts of the country out- 
side the military category cannot Object to sacrifices in the normal 
standard ofliviig. It is up to all of us to do with less for tht time 
being. 7 

So far the country has been pretty lucky on the economic front. 
Prices have increased, but not inordinately—nothing like they did 
in the last war. Wages have increased also, but the percentage of 
increase has not been very large. 


MUST BE SAFEGUARDS With the vastly increased purchas- 


ing power of the nation that has 
come with the full swing of wartime production, however, there is 
no assurance that these conditions will continue on an even keel. 
There must be safeguards to protect the situation from getting out 
of control.

When we take our car to the dealer's garage, it is serviced by 
a young Negro. He is built like Joe Louis and probably weighs 
more. He works with the grace and skill vw) a» expert, never wast- 
ing a motion, for he has the inborn sense of rhythm peculjar to his 
race. Whether repairing a puncture, changing tires, oiling the car 
or giving it a coat of wax, he does the job quickly and dependably. 

He had no special training, but simply “picked it up”—which 
means that he learned by doing, which is the best way to learn. 
It also means that he is smait. 

Yet this young man, sound and sensible and a joy to any 
employer, is rejected by the Army as untit for service. He cant 
read ov write. 

Thousands of such young men, especially in the south, have 
been deferred for the same reason. They are a privileged class 
because they didn’t*go to school. 

Some genius has ruled that men who haven’t the equivalent 
of fourth-grade schooling are not intelligent enough to obey orders. 

Among the deferred are many white youths from tenant farms. 
Most of them are good shots. They are physically tough. They can 
make traps, repair guns, do rough carpentry and ordinary black- 
smithing. They are good at improvising—at making things do. 
And they are not illiterate because of stupidity, but simply because 
they didn’t go to sehool. A regiment of them, properly led, would 
lick its weight in wildcats. You will find ‘some mention of their 
kind in the history of the Civil War. 

That war was a mere skirmish compared with the job we face 
now. This is a life-or-death struggle, which is harnessing the 
whole world’s erlergy, and the side that can endure most and hold 
out longest will come out on top. 

Before this summer ends, we'll find ourselves dangerously short 
of manpower. The shipbuilding program alone will require 800,- 
000 We dare not leave a single man idle. 

In fact, we must enlist every man and woman, boy and girl, 
who is physically and mentally sound.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—() 


The supreme court took under 
advisement yesterday the ques- 
tion whether the state is a “per- 
son” which could bring suit of 
damages under the federal anti- 


trust law. 

The litigation was brought by 
the state of Georgia which sought 
damaged of $384,081 from Hiram 
W. Evans, former head of the Ku 
Klux Klan, and other individuals 
and companies doing’ business 
with the state. The state con- 
tended violation of the anti-trust 

law resulted in $128,025 of 
damages. 

The fifth federal circuit court 
held that the state was not a per- 
son within the meaning of the 
anti-trust laws and could not sue 
for damages. 

Fllis G. Arnall, attorney gen- 
eral of Georgia, told the court 
that a state had no other remedy 
against monopoly except the fed- 
eral anti-trust laws. 

Hal Lindsay, counsel for the 
defendents, cited the case of the 
United States against Cooper, in 
which the high court held that 
the United States was not a per- 
son under the law and could not 
Lindsay said 
there was nothing to distinguish 
the two cases.

dies available to a state which 
has been injured .or damaged by 
violation of the United States 
anti-trust law.”

Seen by Knox

Secretary Opposes Sus- 
pension of 40-Hour 
Week, Profit Limits. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—() 
Secretary of the Navy Knox told 
the house naval committee today 
that he “‘wouldn’t be surprised”’ if 
President Roosevelt issued an ex- 
ecutive order defining a national 

war labor policy. 

He predicted that such a policy 
would be evolved—either by ex- 
ecutive order or congressional ac- 
tion—as a result of “this present 
confusion” over the labor situa- 
tion but did not elaborate on the 
possibility of an executive order. 

Knox advised the committee 
against suspending the 40-hour 
week and setting a percentage 
limitation on war profits, arguing 
that both moves would harm 
rather than aid war production. 

As the last witness before the 
committee begins actual consid- 
eration of what, if any, labor- 
profits legislation it will send to 
the house floor, Knox declared 
that he was “in favor of arbitrary 
legislation only as a last resort.” 

Two bills are pending before the 
committee. One, jointly drafted 
by. Chairman Vinson, Democrat, 
Georgia, of the committee, and 
Representative Smith, Democrat, 
Virginia, would set a flat 6 per 
cent maximum limitation on prof- 
its and suspend the closed shop 
and the 40-hour week in plants 
handling Army and Navy con- 
tracts. 

With that as a base, Vinson has 
drafted a modified substitute call. 
ing for an increase in the work 
week from 40 to 48 hours, freez- 
ing the closed shops status, a 
system of intentive bonuses to 
stimulate individual workers and 
a limit on profits of $6,000 plus 
8 per cent of the cost, The profit 
limitation would apply only to 
contracts of more than $100,000.

Powers To Buy 
War Materials 


Roosevelt Order Puts 
BEW in Charge of 
‘Dollar Drive.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—(/P) 
President Roosevelt today handed 
over to the Board of Economic 
Warfare, headed by Vice President 
Wallace, sole responsibility for 


waging the war with dollars on 


foreign fronts. 

A sweeping executive order, 
cutting into authority previously 
held by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and other fed- 
eral agencies, gave Wallace’s 
board power to direct this coun- 
try’s buying of war materials and 
civilian goods in any world mar- 
ket. 

Previously Wallace's organiza- 
tion had power only to advise and 
recommend, while RFC and at 
least six other agencies had fin- 
gers in the actual policy making 
and -purchasing of rubber and 
other critical supplies. 

The decree, one official source 
said, created a “foreign Donald 
Nelson ’—meaning that the au- 
thority over foreign economic re- 
lations conferred on Wallace was 
equivalent to the vast domestic 
powers vested in the chairman of 
the War Production Board. 

The Board of Economic War- 
fare will continue to work mainly 
through RFC and its lending and 
spending subsidiaries, this official 
said, but can issue mandatory di- 
rectives to carry out plant financ- 
and other 
functions in Latin America and 
elsewhere. 

The presidential action 
gave BEW sole control over 
“npreclusive buying” program. This 
is the government's effort to in- 
terfere with trade relations be- 
tween neutrals and the Axis by 
buying up everything the neutrals 
have to trade with. 

An additional provision gives 
BEW —whose actual operating 
boss is Milo Perkins—control over 
“reciprocal aid,” other than arms 
and munitions, received from the 
United Nations as part repayment 
for lend-lease deliveries.

He evidently picked up a cold from his 
small son, which developed into sinus and a 
temperature, probably because of lack of re- 
sistance, caused by his operation and slight 
touch of pneumonia. I hope this time he will 
return to his own home today. 

For those of us who travel by air, that was 
sad news in the paper yesterday! It has been 
hard for the airlines to meet the demands of 
passengers up to now, but with one-fourth of 
over by the Army, it will mean, I imagine, in- 

creased difficulty for civilians who wish to travel by air. 

Gradually we shall have to take more time to get about when 
we are not doing something which has to do with the war. If we 
civilians must travel, it will be in a more leisurely fashion. This 
will be a hard lesson for me to learn, but I feel. quite sure that, 
like many others, I can. 

Last night I read an interesting suggestion, which was sent to 
me by Mr. Joseph E. Goodbar. The plan will go to the Treasury 
Department, but the idea is simple enough for all of us to under- 
stand. He feels that, by using a new type of taxation, we cannot 
only meet the extra demands made by the war, but private in- 
gd can be better prepared to reabsorb people back into civilian 
ife. 

Mr. Goodbar calls this tax “a pay with added production tax.” 
He looks realistically at all of us who are taxpayers and says: “We 
will be required to create an incentive that affects every gainfully 
employed person and every person who receives an income; other- 
wise some would respond and others would not.” 

So he suggests that “all of us be taxed 25 per cent on all in- 
come from whatever source derived,” but that “every taxpayer able 
to do so, be allowed to increase his productive effort 25 per cent; 
and this tax would be paid out. of extra emergency war production, 
and not by an increase in his normal income.” 

Just how we are to succeed in getting the opportunity to become 
more productive has been worked out by him. I shall be very 
much interested to see what the experts think of his idea. |
